d) transmitting the composite image in electronic form to the customer for printing by 
the customer on a medium to create the instrument, 

wherein the first security image, when printed on the instrument, is readable v i& ible in the 
composite image that is printed on the instrument and is not readable invisiblo on a 
photocopy of the instrumeht-

7. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, wherein the medium comprises 
. second security image. 
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8. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 7, wherein the second security 
Liage is invisible on the instrument and is visible on a photocopy of the instrument. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 8, wherein the second security image comprises the 
vord "void". 

10. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim U wherein the instrument comprises a monetary 
instrument. 

11. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 10, wherein the instrument represents certified funds. 

12. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 11, wherein the instrument is generated by an issuing 
nancial institution, the funds are certified by the issuing financial institution and the customer 

holds a deposit account with the issuing financial institution. 

13. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 12, wherein the funds are withdrawn from the 
. .istomer's deposit account. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 10, wherein the instrument comprises at least one of 
, stock certificate and a bond. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 10, wherein the request comprises at least one of an 
^nount, a denomination and a currency of the monetary instrument. 

16. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, further comprising e) 
isociating a unique identification number with the instrumcnt. 

17. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of remotely generating an instrument 
representing certified funds* comprising: 

a) receiving a request from a customer for an instrument; 

b) generating the instrument in electronic form, 

c) adding a first security image in electronic form to the electronic form of the instrument 
to create a composite image; and 

d) transmitting the composite image in electronic form to the customer for printing by 
the customer on a medium to create the instrument, 
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wherein the first securiiy image comprises a watermark, wherein further the first 
security image, when printed on The instrument, is readable visibl e in the composite 
image that is printed on the instrument, wherein further the first security image is not 
readable invisibl e on a photocopy of the instrument, 

wherein the medium comprises a second security image, wherein further the 
second security image is invisible on the instrument, wherein further the second security 
Image is visible on a photocopy of the instrument, and 

wherein the instrument is generated by an issuing financial institution, the funds 
are certified by the issuing financial institution and the customer holds a deposit account 
with the financial institution, 

18. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system that remotely generates an instrument, 
comprising: 

a processor that receives from a customer a request for an instrument, generates 
the instrument in electronic form and adds a first security image in electronic form to the 
electronic form of the instrument to create a composite image; and 

a communications module that transmits the composite image in electronic_form 
to the customer for printing by the customer on a medium to create the instrument, 

wherein the first security image, when printed on the medium, is readable visible 
in the composite image that is printed on the instrument and is not readable i nvisibl e on a 
photocopy of the instrument. 

19. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The system of claim 18, wherein the first security image 
ct uprises a watermark-

24. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The system of claim 23, wherein the second security 
l.aage is invisible on the instrument and is visible on a photocopy of the instrument. 

25. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 23, wherein the instrument comprises a monetary 
i » .strument thai represents certified funds, 

26. (ORIGIN AX) The system of claim 25 7 wherein the instrument is generated by an issuing 
; t nancial institution, the funds are certified by the issuing financial institution and the customer 

t. >lds a deposit account with the financial instimtion. 

27. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 18, wherein the instrument has associated with it a 
4 ,aique identification number. 

28. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system that remotely generates m instrument 
i ^presenting certified funds, comprising: 

a processor that receives a request from a customer for the instrument, generates 
the instrument in electronic form, and adds a first security image in electronic form to the 
electronic form of the instrument to create a composite image; and 

a communications module that transmits the composite image in electronic form 
to the customer for printing by the customer on a medium to create the instrument, 

wherein the first security image, when printed on the medium, comprises a 
watermark, wherein further the first security image is readable visibl e in the composite 
image that is primed on the instrument, wherein further the first security image is not 
readable invisib l e o n a photocopy of the instrument, 

the medium comprises a second security image, wherein the second security 
image is invisible on the instrument, wherein further the second security image is visible 
on a photocopy of the instrument, and 
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the instrument is generated by an issuing financial institution, the funds are 
certified by the issuing financial institution and the customer holds a deposit account with 
the financial institution,

program that when run by a processor performs the steps of: 

a) receiving a request from a customer for a remotely generated instrument; 

b) generating the instrument in electronic form;

d) transmitting The composite image in electronic form to the customer for priming by 
ihe customer on a medium to create the instrument,
